1G37.  to  cele* 
bsato  the  signal  victory  over  tho  Pequot 
Indians  at  F  >rt  Mystic.  The  success  of 
the  synod  :  1  settling  tho  religious  creed 
of  ail  New  England  was  also  celebrated 
in  a  special  thanksgiving  on  Oct.  l5  of 
the  samo  year.  -  , 

Forty  years  later  Governor  Audrqs  at-  1 
tempted  to  make  the  New  England  colo-  I 
nists  give  thanks  in  obedience  to  his  com-  ! 
tnands.  lie  appointed  the  first  day  of 
December,  lCsT,  as  a  day  of  thanksgiv¬ 
ing.  People  were  about  tired  of  the  gov¬ 
ernor’s  arbitrary  ways  by  this  time,  and 
nobody  thanked  worth  a  cent.  Several 
of  those  who' would  not  ilance  to  Gov¬ 
ernor  Andros'  piping  were  hauled  l*efore 
the  courts  to  answer  for  their  contempt. 

One  sturdy  old  INiriran  answered  that

Thij  was  not  the  last  of  the  high 
handed  governor's  attempts  to  make  the 
color-.,!.-:*  i;ivo  thanks  for  things  they 
didn't  v.wr.t.

They 
s4temed-to  appreciate  the  prospect  so  lit¬ 
tle  that  Aug.  24  in, the  same  vear  was 
also  orJaine- 1  os  a  day  of  thanksgiving  meat  a*  it  is 
by  tho  governor  to  commemorate  •  the 
birth  of  the  ill-fated  wanderer  who  was 
aherw  ard  kcown  as  the  elder  pretender.
